' 3. (Previoiisly Amended) The fdel dispensing system of claim 2, wherein the customer is 
provided with indicia at said at lea&t one fuel dispenser at the completion of the fuel dispensing 
transaction, and wberein'the custbmer optionally inputs said indicia at said separatel>| located 
transaction accounting dcUver/ station to obtain a transaction accounting.

customer account information; 

transmitting said customer i4>rmation to ahost control and transaction processing unit; 

receiving authorization frcfrn said host control and transaction processing unit; 
automatically dispensing fuel imo the vehicle; i 

transmitdng the fuel qi/Utity dispensed to said host contarol and transaction prbcessuig 

unit; and 

optionally providin/a transaction accounting at a location remote from said fliel

transponder located on the customer vehicle; 

m automated fuel dispenser whereby fu^l is dispensed directly into the ^ustomer 
vehicle in respor se to aufhorization from said controj/and transaction processing unit, ^aid fuel 

dispenser not ha-'-ing a receipt printer; 

a payment acceptor associated wit^said automated fuel dispenser; and | 
a display whereby fuel transactioiy4nformation is dynamically displayejl to the 

customer during and following fuel dispensing, iaid transaction information selected from the 

group consisting; of fuel amoimt. fixel price, fu^ grade, transaction total and advertisii^g 

messages; and 

a single Tansaction accounting delivery station in data transfer communicatioj with said 
control and transaction processing unit, locited separately from the fuel dispensing stations and

i. sensor configured to detelbt the presence of a customer vehicle; and fbrther to 
obtain a unique customCF identification indicia via operative communication with a tiUsponder

said control and transaction processing unit, located sJarately ftoni said fiiel dispensing stations, 
and adapted to serve the fiiel dispensing stations, com^sing: ;

15. (Original) The facility of claim 14, >yiierein the customer identification meansj comprises 
at least one passive transponder located on L customer's vehicle and an operationall|y 
compatible sensor located at said fuel disinsuig station, said transponder transmitting a unique 
code to said sensor that identifies data se/ected from the group consisting of customeif 
identification, fael grade selection, quai/ity of fuel requested, and customer account i^ifonnation. 

16. (Origimd) The facility of clain/ 14, wherein said customer identification meaijs comprises 
a token containmg machine readable indicia in the possession of the customer, and ai^ 
operationally compatible sensor locied at said fuel dispensing station, whereby said ^dicia is 
read from said ^x)ken when the custjimcr presents said token to said sensor. i

17. (Previously Amended) Thfe faciUty of claim 14, wherein said customer identifecation 
means comprises a biometric seisor located at said fuel dispensing station, whereby Indicia 
unique to each customer is genLted by said customer presenting physical characteristics to said 

sensor, 

18. (Previously Amended) The facility of claim 17, wherein said physical characieristics are 
selected from the group coiiisting of fingerprints, iris pattern, facial features, or genetic samples. 
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19. (Original) The facil ity of claim 14/wheretii said transaction accountins deliver^ means 
comprises piintir g and del ivering to theytustomer a paper receipt. 

20. (Original) The facility of 0101^14, wherein said transaction accounting deliverer means 
comprises tranmiitting said transacjjin accounting data to a computer in the possession of the 

customer.
